We gave Franka game ball, because he went 
in there with a sore groin and gave a great effort. This 
is the time of the season where everybody seems to have 
some sort of nick or the flu and Frank’s courageous 
effort kind of empitomizes the outstanding effort made 
by the players . . . I’ve said before that if we can play 
well in the kicking game, protect the ball and turn the 
other team over, we can win.

ON CINCINNATI . . . “It wasn’t too long ago that 
the Bengals beat us in Cincinnati, so I’m sure the players 


will be aware of that all week as we prepare for Sunday. 
We have respect for them whether they play (David) 
Klingler or Boomer (Esiason). We'll prepare for both. 
They were able to hit some big plays against us in the 
first game; Tim McGee made a couple of them deep in 
the middle, including one for a touchdown and Harold 
Green ran the ball well. Green is somebody you have to 
keep aware of each play, as are McGee and (Carl) 
Pickens. Defensively, they attack and try to disrupt your 
offense with a lot of penetration. James Francis and 
Alfred Williams are two 6-5, 6-6 linebackers who can 
runand put tremendous pressure on your passer, as can 
Danny Stubbs. (Tim) Krumrie is still a tough run 
stopper inside and he’s backed up by the big safety 
David Fulcher. After they beat us, they went to Chicago 
and won an overtime game there; then, like us, they lost 
two tough, close games —at the Jets and then against the 
Lions. Pittsburgh got up on them early last Sunday and 
were able to put some pressure on Klingler when the 
Bengals had to pass to try and get back in the game.” 


RADIO WAVES . . . Today’s game can be heard 
on WHK-AM (1420) and WMMS-FM (100.7), flagship 
stations for the largest radio network (54 stations) in 
Browns’ history. The Browns salute all the members of 
their radio network — in Ohio, New York, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia and Kentucky. Eight-year veterans Nev 
Chandler (calls the action) and former Browns’ offen- 
sive tackle Doug Dieken (adds color) are the Browns’ 
radio team. 


NOTES . . . Eric Metcalf’s 75-yard punt return for 
a TD vs. Chicago was his “fifth dimension” — he’s now 
scored on a punt return, kickoff return, rushing, re- 
ceiving and he’s also thrown a scoring pass . . . The 
only player in team history to have accomplished that 
was Hall of Famer Bobby Mitchell . . . Metcalf, Mitchell 
and Gerald McNeil are the only Browns to have returned 
both a punt and kickoff for a touchdown in their

careers . . . LB-David Brandon’s 92-yard interception 
return for a TD last week to halt Chicago's potential 
opening scoring drive tied a Brown’s yardage record set 
by Bernie Parrish on 12/11/60 vs. the Bears . . . Itwas 
Brandon’s third career TD on a turnover, his second of 
the season, and the eighth turnover he has been in- 
volved in (he later recovered a fumble for his 
ninth) . . . Kevin Mack's one-yard TD run last week 
was the 52nd score of his career, tying him with Mike 
Pruitt for sixth place on the Browns’ all-time TD 
list . . . Kevin needs one touchdown to tie Paul Warfield 
(53) for fifth and three to tie Ray Renfro (55) for 
fourth . . . Brian Hansen had four punts inside-the-20 
last week, giving him a league-leading 26 on the 
season . . . CB-Everson Walls recorded his first inter- 
ception as a Brown in the fourth quarter, and the 56th 
in his career (second behind Ronnie Lott’s 60 among 
active NFL players)

is a talented wide receiver who ranks with the best . . . A first-round draft choice in 1985, Brown is a vital 
part of the Bengals’ high-powered offense . . . He led the team last season in pass receptions with 59, good 
for 827yards, a 14.0 average, and two touchdowns . . . His top two games in 1991 came against Seattle and 
Pittsburgh in Cincinnati . .. Brown caught seven passes for 117 yards against Seattle and 10 for 98 against 
the Steelers... His figures for seven seasons are 363 receptions for 6,136 yards, 16.9 average, and 40 

touchdowns . .. Brown also led the Bengals in pass receptions in 1990, 1988 and 1987 . . . Brown (363) is 
third on the Bengals’ all time pass receiving list behind Isaac Curtis (420) and Cris Collinsworth (417).

rt Modell recently had the opportunity 
tolook back over his 31 years as owner 
of the Cleveland Browns and thought 
about some old friends. 

Among those were Wellington 
Mara, George Halas, Pete Rozelle and 
Art’s longtime friend — “the Chief”— the late Art 
Rooney of the Pittsburgh Steelers. 

Of course, there were many others. 

But, on this day, when the NFL Alumni chose to 
honor Modell with the 1992 induction into the Order 
of the Leather Helmet, he recalled some of the old 
players. His first “hero” was a man who played with- 
out a helmet, Roy “Father” Lumpkin of the 1935 
Brooklyn Dodgers. 

“T have deep, deep regard and affection for old 
players,” said Modell. “Players that made this game 
what it is today. Players who played for the love ofthe 
game.” 

When he addressed the audience, he said the 
night had been like a “mini highlight film.” He ran 
into old friends like Sid Gillman, Fuzzy Thurston and 
Chuck Bednarik. 

The Order of the Leather Helmet was named for 
Art Rooney, who was among the order’s first class of 
laureates in 1978. 

Membership in the order is reserved for those 
making deep and lasting contributions to the game 
of professional football. 

Of course, it comes down to more than that. It 
comes down to caring about people — the players, 
coaches and fans. 

And Modell, like Rooney, has made deep and 
lasting contributions to his community as well. m= 
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
